The  improvement  in  the  provision  of  piped  water  supplies 
continues  and  steady  progress  is  reported  on  the  Southern  Area 
Scheme. 

New  sewerage  schemes  have  been  started  in  several 

VILLAGES  AND  OTHERS  HAVE  BEEN  SUBMITTED  FOR  MINISTRY  APPROVAL. 

The  incidence  of  brucella  abortus  again  caused  concern 

AND  TWO  STOPPAGE  NOTICES  WERE  SERVED  ON  MILK  PRODUCERS  DURING 
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THE  YEAR  AND  FIRM  ACTION  HAD  TO  BE  TAKEN  REGARDING  A  CLAIM  FOR 
COMPENSATION  MADE  BY  ONE  OF  THE  FARMERS  CONCERNED.  It  IS 
INTERESTING  TO  RECORD  THAT  THIS  PARTICULAR  CASE  INVOLVED  THE 
TAKING  OF  OVER  50  SAMPLES  AND  THE  USE  OF  14  GUINEA  PIGS. 

Following  the  abolition  of  meat  rationing  and  slaughtering 
control  in  July,  sixteen  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  in  the 
District.  This  has  greatly  increased  the  visits  for  meat 

INSPECTION  PURPOSES  AND  I  AM  GLAD  TO  BE  ABLE  TO  REPORT  THAT  THE 
QUALITY  OF  CATTLE  SLAUGHTERED  HAS  BEEN  EXCELLENT.  OUR  AIM  IS  100% 
MEAT  INSPECTION  AND  I  AM  HAPPY  TO  REPORT  THAT  THIS  |S  BEING 
CARRIED  OUT.  THIS  WAS  ONE  OF  THE  REASONS  FOR  THE  APPOINTMENT  OF 

another  Sanitary  Inspector. 

As  ANTICIPATED,  THE  NUMBER  OF  NEW  HOUSES  ERECTED  DURING 
THE  YEAR  DROPPED  CONSIDERABLY  AND  IT  IS  RECORDED  THAT  DURING  THE 
YEAR  THE  THOUSANDTH  POSTWAR  COUNCIL  HOUSE  WAS  COMPLETED. 

The  total  number  of  infectious  disease  notifications 
SHOWED  A  SLIGHT  INCREASE,  DUE  TO  WHOOP  I NG  COUGH  BEING  PREVALENT 
AND  WHICH  RESULTED  IN  ONE  DEATH.  THE  FOOD  POISONING  CASES  WERE 
ALL  OF  A  MINOR  CHARACTER  AND  VERY  TRANSIENT. 

Tuberculosis  deaths  were  less  than  half  of  last  year, 

BEING  3  AGAINST  8. 

For  the  seventh  consecutive  year  no  case  of  Diphtheria 

WAS  NOTIFIED  AND  I  AM  GLAD  TO  REPORT  THAT  THE  PRIMARY  IMMUNISATION 
FIGURES  HAVE  RISEN  CONSIDERABLY  ON  LAST  YEAR,  BUT  THERE  ARE  STILL 
TOO  MANY  CHILDREN  NOT  RECEIVING  THIS  FREE,  PAINLESS  SAFEGUARD. 

In  conclusion  may  I  thank  you,  Sir,  and  the  Members  of 
your  Committee  for  their  support  and  the  Members  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  loyal  service  throughout  the  year  and  I 
particularly  wish  to  record  the  services  of  Mr,  Trowbridge  and 
Mr.  Fyfe,  especially  in  the  preparation  of  this  report,  details 
of  which  follow.
